When Senator Johnson of California 


stands up and tells the people of the 
United States that the four-power treaty 
means a surrender of our freedom of ac- 
tion and terminates some time-honored 
policy under foreign pressure he exhibits 
- a bad case of political neurasthenia. Mr. 


Johnson is one of those who disclaims 
the doctrine of isolation, while vehement- 
ly preaching it. 
Any kind of an under- 


standing between the United States and 
other nations which denned their respec- 
tive rights and purposes in the interest of 
peace would, in the excited imagination of 
the gentleman from California, be an en- 
tangling alliance that George Washing- 
ton would have "wished to lay down his 
life to frustrate. 
It is unfortunate, be- 


cause Senator Johnson lives in a part of 
the country long been afflicted with the 
spector of an "inevitable" -war that the 
four-power treaty dissipates and they 
ought to -welcome it out there with open 
arms and give their tired nerves a rest. 
Probably Mr. Johnson feels that having 
led the Bepublican party in 1920 to 
heights where even Lodges fear to tread, 
he must see the performance through to 
a faithful and consistent finish. Appar- 
ently a little thing like the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance means nothing to the sena- 
tor if only the United States can be kept 
out of such company, and indeed out of all 
company outside the three-mile limit. 
.. . 


. Mr. Hughes, who fortunately lias taken 
up a defense of the treaty, makes it clear 
in his letter to Senator Underwod that 
the four-power agreement does not involve 
the United States in any impairment of 
sovereignty or of its constitutional pro- 
cesses, and does not bind it to any fixed 
course of action. We think'the secretary 
of state is a better judge of the meaning 
of treaties than the senator from Califor- 
nia. Mr. Hughes says that failure to rati- 
fy the treaty "would be nothing short of 
national calamity." When one contem- 
plates the fact that this treaty is the foun- 
dation of all of the work done in the Arms 
conference and that without it the achieve- 
ments there wrought will fall, it is easy to 
see why the failure of the treaty would be 
a national calamity. 
These agreements 


mean peace between the United States and 
Japan instead of differences that in the 
opinion of at least California and the 
Chicago Tribune threatened war. 
They 


restore China to the opportunity of inde- 
pendence, security and self-determination. 
They insure the commercial open door in 
China on equal terms to all. They remove 
Japan from Shantung, they settle the Yap 
controversy in favor of the United States, 
and in addition to all this they lifttheload 
of naval armament from the backs of the 
people of those nations which were pursu- 
ing a mad and ruinous race for naval su- 
premacy. They also make impossible an 
offensive, war between the Occident and 
Orient. 


These tremendous gains for civiliza- 


tion and humanity Mr. Johnson consid- 
ers as nothing in the face of hallucinations 
that* somewhere in the language of 
1hc four-power treaty is a hidden purpose 
'to conspire against the rest of tie world 
and a deftly concealed obligation to loa\e 
our fate iu the hands of foreign govern- 
ments. 
Is the august senate going 


to be swayed by this schoolboy alarum, or 
is it going to listen to the calm voice and 
statesmanly wisdom of the secretary of 
state? 


So far as the country is concerned, it 


has had enough o£ progress beatrn by 
such scares, for it is still paying the pri<-<-; 
of the set-back the world sustained by the 
refusal of the United States to ratify the 
Versailles treaty and enter the League of 
Nations. 
The most the four-power treaty 


obligates the United States to do is to con- 
fer with the other signatories under cer- 
tain circumstances,. The United Stales is 


a full-grown nation, more than twenty-one 
years old, and quite capable of conferring 
with other nations without being intimi- 
dated or hornswoggled. To fail to ratify 
the four-power treaty would be to set the 
world adrift again iu open lifeboats and to 
cause, every other nation to view the 
United States with dismay and suspicion. 
If the time has come when the nation 
elects to follow the leadership of Senator 
Johnson and his handful of bitter-enders 
in preference to Secretary Hxighes and the 
hosts of sound-minded Americans in this 
final chance to put sanity into our foreign 
policies we may as well turn the clock 
back to at least 191i and prepare to 
travel that road over again. 


SHALL THE TURKS TAKE THE 


HOLY CITY? 


Publication of Lord Reading's views, 


as viceroy of India, necessarily produced 
a crisis which speedily forced the Lloyd 
George government to drastic action. The 
British premier had no alternative; he 
was compelled to order the dismissal of 
Edwin S. Montagu, Indian secretary, and 
the recall of Reading, and it became im- 
perative for him to have Gandhi, the na- 
tive Indian leader, arrested. 


Reading's recommendations were ap- 


proved, it is said, by all the provincial 
governors. 
Montagu explained that the 


danger in the situation required that the 
executives in the field should be permit- 
ted to publish their opinions. But Lloyd 
George put the action in the category of; 
breach of trust.

The Reading-Montagu incident 
determines the British policy as one of ab- 
solute power in India until quiet returns, 
as well as re&pect for the mandate over 
Jerusalem.

SAFETY OF LAUNDRY WORK 
According to data published by the United States 


public health service (Bulletin 73) the rate of tuber- 
culosis is about as lov/ for laundry workers a.-- foi 
any other Industry, and in the strikingly small 
number of cases of tuberculosis found among laun- 
dry workers investigation shown that the conditions 
or environment are not a factor in the causation of 
the disease. 


One would naturally imagine that listers and 


markers, handling soiled clothing, would lie es- 
pecially subject to infections. Yet when this ques- 
tion is investigated it is found that these workers 
are singularly free from infections. 


The Massachusetts state board of health included 


this paragraph in a report on the sanitary condi- 
tions in factories and workshops: 


The laundry business is not uncommonly regard- 


ed as one attended by more or less danger of con- 
tracting infective disease, because of handling of 
the bed linen and body linen of sick persons; but the 
returns secured in this investigation do not support 
this •assumption. Those who are most exposed to 
possible infection are the markers, who are obliged 
to examine and mark, if necessary, each piece sub- 
mitted: but while this work is disagreeable, there is 
no positive evidence that it is dangerous. 
In a list of 29 listers and markers examined in 


one such investigation no tuberculosis disease was 
found, and in fact all of these workers, wjth one ex- 
ception, considered their occupation free from in- 
fectious diseases of all kinds. The one exception was 
a woman who had been at the laundry work only 
four months, the average time of the others being 
over eight years. But this one "woman, in spite of 
her fears that the work endangered her health, had 
actually gained 10 pounds in the four months she 
had been in the laundry! 


Dr. C.j>V. Chapin, the health superintendent of 


Providence, finds that there is no excess of diph- 
theria, scarlet fever or typhoid fever among laun- 
dry workers in that city, as compared with the 
general population. In Providence, as I have men- 
tioned here, the ancient rite of terminal disinfection 
or fumigation after such diseases has not been 
practiced for many years—and Providence is one of 
:he most efficiently sanitated cities in the world. 


Mr. James A. Aupnerle, a chemist of Middletown, 


O., suggests that a reason for the notable freedom 
from infections among laundry workers is the use 
of chlorine as a bleach. He believes laundry work- 
ers are protected by the antiseptic effect of the 
:hlorine, just as minute quantities of chlorine added 
o municipal water supplies make the water safe to 
drink. 


Chloride of lime is the cheapest and best general 


disinfectant we have, altho there are various other 
chloride compounds" used for particular disinfectant 
purposes, such as halazone which is available ill tab- 
ets for the disinfection of doubtful drinking "water 
by the traveler or camper, and the Carrel-Dakin no- 
ution used by surgeons for the 
disinfection of 


wounds.

I have one pupil in my school who 
s ringworm on her face. Is it catching? Should 


I send her home until she IK well? "What is a good 
remedy for ringworm?—(E. M. M.) 


Answer—No. You should report the matter to the 


school physician, or if there is no medical inspec- 
tion or health protection provided for the school, 
then a certificate should be provided by the family 
physician to the effect that the condition is not com- 
municable. Nine times out of 10 skin lesions popu- 
arly assumed to be ringworm are not ringworm. 
Ringworm is communicable.

Answer—"When such a remedy is discovered, and

Wednesday is the last day on which 


the first quarterly installment of the 
income tax for 1922 may be paid with- 
out penalty. After Wednesday, those 
persons who have failed'to make re- 
turns will be subject to a fine and ex- 
tra assessment. An extension of time 
until June 15 has been given for do- 
mestic corporations to make income 
tax returns. 


G. C. Finch of Oshkosh, deputy in- 


ternal revenue collector, who has been 
at the city hall for the last month as- 
sisting persons in Appleton and sur- 
rounding towns in making out their 
income tax returns, will return to Osh- 
kosh Wednesday night. • 


The revenue act provides that a 


person who is married is allowed $2,- 
500 exemption and $-400.for each child 
or dependent. For a single person 
without dependents an exemption of 
$1,000 is allowed. 


Penalties for failure to make returns 


arc as follows: For failure to make 
return on time, not more than $1.000 
tine and 25 per cent of the tax evaded; 
for failure to pay when tax is due 
through negligence, 5 per cent of the 
tax due but unpaid, plus interest at 
the raie of 1 per cent a month during 
that1 period in which it remains un- 
paid; for making false or fraudulent 
returns, fine not exceeding $10,000 and 
imprisonment of not more than one 
year. 
In addition, a fine of 50 per 


cent of the tax due but unpaid.
